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the Battle of Yorktown—An Interesting Sketch 
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Special to The Constitution. 
Yorxtows, October 19.—One 
years ago this morning, American indepen- 
<lence was established and the republic of the 
United States was born! 
On the hill sides and slopes in front of me,

asIwrite, justaround century ago, the al- 
lied French and Americans rested on their 
arms, while O'Hara tendered to Washington 
the sword of Cornwallis. The exact spot on 
which the leading events of ‘that day, fateful 
in human history, occurred, are pointed out 
with assurance that carries conviction. The 
lines of fortifications and earthworks of the 
obliterated 
side 


revolution have been 
by the years, but 
the lines of a later and more dreadful war are 
visible. Hundreds of men who are here to 
«celebrate the centennial of our independence, 
fouglit less than twenty years ago, Americans 
against Americans, behind these very rifle 
pits, and on this sacred field where full hu- 
man liberty had its birth. Itis testimony to 
the real union of American sentiment, and 
the common regard for our common country, 
that the heart of every spectator to-day turns 
gratefully to the memory of 1781, and that 


on ‘very 


every eye is lifted above the scenes of ’63. 

it isimpossible in a newspaper sketch to 
give even a synoptical history of Yorktown— 
its siege, its strategies, and the surrender. 

On the 30th of September the investment of 
the English army af Yorktown began. By 
sea and by land, coming together with the ex- 
actness ofa machine the French and Ameri- 
«an forces, blocked in the fated army. Owing 
to the imperfect advantages afforded 
the armies in those days, it was the 5th of 
“ctober before the seige was fairly established. 
#n the 6th the cannonadingopened and some 
few outlying British redoubts were taken. 
Two redoubts only 600 yards from the main 
line of the British Lord 
Cornwallis seemed to understand for the first 
time that there was real danger. A historian 
savs of the fighting after this: 7 

The solemn business of: the siege was now 
to begin. On the 9th of October Major Lin- 
coln and the Comete de Viomenil commanded 
in the trenches, with troops from their re- 
spective divisions to guard them. At three 
© clock the Touraine battery opened fire, and 
at five the American battery on the extreme 
right. In the latter Washington said to 
have applied the first match, and, according 
to some of the journals of the siege, the shot 
which he tired did no insignificant damage. 
The British were surprised, if not dismayed, 
4y the sudden vomiting of flame on two sides 
ofthem. Wraptin a pride which gave them 
a false sense of security they had readily be- 
lieved, on the statements of supposed loyalists, 
that the allies were destitute of artillery, and 
Morgan, the spy, whom LaFayette had early 
sent to them, had done all that he could to 
confirm that illusion. The cannonade was 
continued during the night, and on the next 
dlay there was added to it the voice of every 
Dattery along the parallel. Governor Nelson 
animated the gunners with his own zealous 
Spirit and set the army an example of unsel- 
fish patriotism. Nosooner had the cannonading 
begun on the American side than he entered 
the trenches and carefully took aim at his 
own mansion, a conspicuous mark among the 
low roofs of Yorktown. To the gunners he 
offered a guinea for every shot which hit it. 
Soon it was pierced through and through, and 
Cornwallis prudently removed his flag and 
headquarters to a spot nearer the intrench- 
ments and better protected. In the forenoon 
the British tried to flank the French position 
by sending transports up the York river and 
landing a strong detachment west of the 
‘Touraine battery. TheComte de Viomenil 
ordered a strong fire to be directed against 
them and compelled them to return to their 
moorings under the British works. About 
moon on the 10th a powerful French battery 
was opened near the centre of the parallel 
and proved so effective that the fire of the 
British soon began to slacken. The trenches 
each day were so filled with idle. lookers-on, 
fascinated with the spectacle of the siege, 
that measures had to be taken to exclude 
them, 

In the evening the frigate Guadaloupe, 
eitherattempting to repeat, with more suc- 
cess, the maneuver of the transports, or else 
finding the French fire too severe, started up 
the river, but was forced not only to turn 
about but to abandon her former post. The 
4‘haron, which had not moved, was riddled 
with red-hot shot, and soon burst out into 
flames. The siege, already fine, became mag- 
mificent. The night was dark, and every 
«inder from the conflagration became an 
erratic star, There were moments of fitful 
illumination which revealed the whole land- 
scape, with the frowning fortifications and 
the beleaguered town, while the opposing 
forces seemed to gaze at each other spell- 
bound and aghast. The aspect of all things 
Was changed and made more dreadful. In 
the river every transport which was near the 
<’haron was secn hurrying away.. The shores 
and the water contrasted strongly in the 
lurid sheen of the one and the = sharp- 
ly defined shadows of the — other, 
and from every porthole of the fatal 
vessel yomited flames and smoke. At one 
time her spars and cording were literally of 
fire, and from hull to masthead she was com- 
pletely enveloped. On the left of the Amer- 
ican line oon the right of the British, the 
firing ceased entirely, and there seemed a 
tacit truce while the conflagration lasted. 
Shells from the American right and. center, 
however, were still discharged, and some of 
them, overreaching the town, could be fol- 
dowed by the eye until they fell into the river. 
Bursting with a great noise, they threw into 
the airimmense columns of water, likened 
by an eye-witness to ‘‘the spouting of mon- 
sters of the deep.”’ In the strange light the 
spray was of a thousand hues. 

§,0n the following day the advance was made 
in the same order as trom Williamsburg, ex- 
<ept that some unimportant changes had oc- 
curred in the brigades. The new intrench- 
ments were completed and new batteries were 
begun. General Lincoln and the Marquis de 
Saint Simon were the officersof theday. The 
English resumed their cannonade and _ killed 
six and wounded eleven of the French. On 
the extreme right of the allies, almost over- 
hanging the river, were two redoubts, 300 
yards in advance of the main fortifications 
and commanding the new position of the allies 
.by the right flank. The second parallel could 
not be effective until they were captured, and 
it was resolved to carry them by storm. This 
glorious duty was equally divided between 
the American and French armies. While the. 
signal for assault was impatiently awaited, a 
terrific fire was concentrated on the walls of 
the works, and its effect was closely watched. 
Washington and Rochambeau stood in ex- 
ved positions surrounded by their staffs. The 
nde Viomenil, exasperated at the slow 
progress of the cannonade, approached the

The order was given to cease firing, and | 


tochambeau, accompanied only by his son, 
the Vicomte de Racherataan. descends from 
the battery intotheravine. Viomenil, whose 
impetuosity is the cause of this imprudent 
venture of his chief, is not accorded the priv- 
ilege of sharing it, and watches from a dis- 
tance, full of remorseful apprehension, 
two distinguished scouts reached the foot of 
the escarpment of the enemie’s redoubt and 
mount it in the view of both armies almost to 
the parapet, while the English, stricken with 
amazement and stupefaction, do not even at- 
tempt to punish their magnificent audacity. 
The count and yicomte look about them, ex- 
change a few observations, and then, more 
calmly, more slowly than they went, returned 
to their own lines. When they are once more 
beside theBaron de Viomenil, the conimander 
merely says to him, without a touch of bitter- 
ness or reproach: 

“The abatixs and palisades are still in good 
condition. In order to demolish theesparapet 
our fire must be redoubled, To-morrow we 
shall see if the pear is ripe.”’ 

The 14th was fixed upon by General Wash- 
ington as the day for the taking of the re- 
doubt. The intervening time was without 
incident in the camp of the besiegers except 
the killing and wounding of a few of the al- 
lies. The Marquis de Lak ayette and the Vi- 
comte de Viomenil commanded in the 
trenches, and the latest works were very near 
completion. At night the cannonading on 
the part of the allies became more and more 
deafening and the air was filled with shot and 
shell.- On the morrow the command of the 
trenches fell to Baron Steuben and the Baron 
de Viomenil, and the guard was drawn from 
their respective corps, The storming parties, 
each numbering about 400 men, were com- 
posed of the light infantry of the Gatenais and 
Deux-Ponts regiments and chosen battalions 
from LaFayett's division, The latter were those 
commanded by Gimat and Hamiltounand a part 
ofthatof Laurens. LaFayette,desiring to honor 
particularly his aide-dce-camp, who had joined 
the army the same year as himself and to 
whom he was greatly attached, had bestowed 
on him the immediate command of the de- 
tachiment, but Colonel Alexander Hamilton, 
as field officerof the day, entered a protest and 
claimed it for himself. It was accorded him 
by Washington, and Major Nicholas Fish, of 
New York, led his battalion in his stead. This 
was composed of three Connecticut, two New 
York, and one New Hampshire company, two 
of which had been taken fron) Scanimoell’s 
old corps. To Gaimat’s oattalion, as the oldest 
light infantry in the service, was. given the 
place of honor, the first rank. <A party of sap- 
pers and miners, under Captains Gilliland 
and Kirkpatrick, was detailed to remove 
whatever obstructfon might prove to bein the 
wiv of the assault. The remainder of the 
light infantry division was drawn up as a re- 
serve, asecond one, composed of two battalions 
of the Pennsylvania line, being placed in its 
rear. 

The grenadiers and chasseurs of the .Gate- 
nais and Deux-Ponts regiments had been, for 
this occasion, formed into asingle battalion 
by the Baron de Viomenil, and its conduct 
was confided by him to the Comte Guillaume 
de Deux-Ponts, a brave and enthusiastic 
spirit and the second officer of the regiment 
which bore hisname. It was a distinction 
that had been eagerly desired, and tie baron 
deemed it enough simply to sa¥tohim, “Je 
compte sur vous.’’» The Baron de YT Kstrade, 
ofthe Gatenais regiment was to be his lieu- 
tenant. 

The French were to attack the redoubt on 
the left, the Americans the one nearest tiie 
shore, and the signal fora simultaneous ad- 
vance Was to be the firing of six shells. The 
Touraine regiment and the troops of De 
Choisy before Gloucester were in the mean- 
time to attempt a diversion of the enemy’s 
attention. 

In the afternoon a last reconnoissance was 
made, Viomenil, with the two lieutenant 
colonels and'two trusty sergeants, approached 
the left redoubt, following carefully the route 
to be traversed after nightfall. 

Rochambeau at the same time entered the 
trenches to address his chosen band. His 
words were of that simple and familiar char- 
acter which find their way so quickly to the 
heart of the French soldier: 

“To-night, my children, I have need of 
your aid, You have not forgotten,I hope, that 
we have served together in that brave regi- 
ment of Auvergne sans tache, asurname 
which it has ever well deserved ?” 

“Promise that our old name, the Royal- 
Auvergne,’ shouted the battalion, ‘‘shall be 
given back to us, and we will die to the last 
man.’ 

The promise was made. 
his memoirs says: ‘“Bhey 
charged like lions and _ lost 
number.’ The comte was a_ faithful witness 
to their heroism, and the king with his own 
hand wrote upon the order for the restitution 
of their name.—*‘ Bon pour Royal-Auvergne.” 

At the hour fixed upon, the signal was 
heard by the soldiers of both the allied na- 
tions with bounding hearts. LaFayette on 
the previous evening had been asked by M. 
de Viomenil ‘‘what could be hoped from the 
American troops.’’ Ilis answer was spirited: 

“Weare, I confess, young soldiers; but in 
this instance our tactic is to fire our muskets 
and go straight ahead with the bayonet.”’ 

The more prudent part of this promise was 
not kept. The Americans did not fire. At 
dark, the six shells were seen ca- 
reering through the air, Hamilton led for- 
ward his column. Laurens with his two 
companies had been ordered to make a cir- 
cnuitand attack the redoubtin the rear. A 
forlorn hope of twenty men under Lieuten- 
ant John Mansfield steadily kept the advance. 
Not a vestige ofirresolution, nota tremor 
was Observable in the ranks. The discipline 
was superb and evere movement was made 
With. the precision of a parade. It did not 
take longto cross the ravine and soon this 
silent approach through the thick shadows 
was changed to a swift onset and the enforced 
calm.to the wildest excitement. 

The soldiers, refusing to wait for the sappers 
and miners to break down the abatis, climbed 
upand over them and scrambled into the 
ditch without an instant’s delay. Captain 
Stephen Olney, of Rhode Island, with the 
first company of the main column, followed 
close after Mansfield, and, under the heavy 
fire which the surprised enemy directed 
against them, the parapets were scaled by each 
division of the party atalmost the same mo- 
ment, Laurens and Hamilton meeting in the 
center of the works. Ten minutes had scarce- 
ly elapsed from the time thé Americans left 
the trenches before their task was accomplish- 
edandallthe British who had not escaped 
had laid down their arms. Major Campbell, 
who was in command, surrendered to Colonel 
Laurens, whose two companies still bore in 
bitter remembrance the wanton murder of 
Scammell, their beloved chief. A captain of 
a New Hampshire regiment rushed forward 
and threatened the life of Campbell, and but 
for the interposition of Hamilton, wou!d 
probably have killed him. Colonel Armand, 
marquis de la Rouerie, afterward famous as a 
cavairy officer, and three officers of his com 
mand, distinguished themselvesas volunteers, 
setting a magnificent example of impetuous 
daring. Lieutenant Colonel Gimat, Major 
Gibbs, Captains Olney, Hunt, Kirkpatrick 
and Betts and nine soldiers were wounded. 
Nine others were killed. 

LaFayette in the exaltation of his victory 
gave a playful proof of it in the message whic

On the way the messenger was 
wounded, but he seriously fulfilled his mis- 
sion. The baron smiled, thanked the colonel 


| for his bravery and replied, ‘*Tell the marquis 


that I am not yet in mine, but will be in five 
minutes.”’ 

A new battery was unmasked in the second 
parallel on the 15th and the line of intrench- 
ments was completed. The suecess of the 
previous night had filled the French with too 
absolute a confidence and the soldiers who 
manned one of the redoubts at the center of 
the second parallel were found to be entirely 


_ off their guard when in the evening they were 
‘spied upon by some bold scouts from the 
British lines. 


Sentinels had been placed at 


only rare intervals and the.men of the 


Agenais and Soissonna’s battalions, the former | 


of whom had shared the glory of the previous 


night, did not even take the trouble to guard | 


the trenches, but were gathered in groups, 
where they recounted to each other the cdra- 
matic and comic incidents of the assault. 
When tired of this they lay down to shimber. 
In Yorktownin the meantime, 600 picked men 
were marshalled under Lieutenant-Colonel 
Aimbercombie, and at five o'clock jn the 
morning, when the dawn was gray, they sal- 
lied forth. Crossing the intervening hollow 
with stealthy rapidity they mounted the 
epaulement before they could be challenged 
by the drowsy sentinels, and fell upon them, 
d’estoce at de talle. Those of the French who 
were awakened were too bewildered to offer 
immediate resistance, and the British succed- 
edin spiking the guns of the battery with 
bayonets. They then attacked another on 
the right, which was guarded by a Massacliu- 
setts regiment. Major-General Lincoln and 
General de Chastelleux were in charge of the 
trenches, but neither of them léarned 
of the sortie until the mis- 
chief had been done. The Marquis de 
Noailles, who commanded the reserves, heard 
the British shouts and immediately charged 
at the head of his grenadiers, raising the cry 
of ‘Vive le roi!’’ The assailants were quick- 
ly repulsed, and retired without any «Useful 
advantage. The guns which they hdd at- 
tempted to render unfit for service wete un- 
spiked and at the end of six hours ware again 
belching their destruction upon Yorktown. 
The gallantry of the English won the praises 
of their enemies, and especially that of a 
sergeant of the king’s guards, whose death 
was so noble that he was buried in the para- 
pet of the battery that he had _ stormed. 
There were found also in the trench thirty- 
seven wounded, twenty-one of whom were of 
the allies. 


The siege was nearing its climax, and the 


interest and excitement had grown so great 


among the allies that the commander-in-chief | 
found itagain necessary to repress the curios- |

The whole of the allied line was now mount- | 


ed with mortars and cannon, each of which 
was constantly working. Aim was taken at

Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Dundas and Major Ross were 
sent by Cornwallis. The commissioners met 
ina house owned by Mr. Moore, about one 
mile southeast of the village, near the bank 
ofthe river. One of the demands of the van- 
quished was that they should receive the 
honors of war and be sent to England on their 
parole that they would not serve again during 
the present war against either America or 
France. Washington and the majority of his 
generals seemed inclined to deal with them 
as mildly as was consistent with public inter- 
est and were averse to imposing on them any 
needless humiliation. But as the ques- 
tion was about to be determined LaFay- 
ette appeared in the council and_ protested 
warmly against such indulgence as was asked. 
He revived the chagrin and yexation which 
had been caused by Lincoln’s surrender at 
Charleston, when the American troops were 
compelled to march out of their works with 
colors cased and to the music of a British or 
German tune. The logic of retaliation pre- 
vailed, and Cornwallis was obliged to accept 
the articles of capitulation almost literally as 
they were first dictated by Washington. 

They were fourteen in number. On _ the 
morning of the 19th Washington sent them 
to the earl, accompanied by anote in which 
he requested that they be signed by eleven 
o'clock, and that the troops surrender their 
arms at two in the afternoon. Cornwallis 
obeyed. When the sun was at its meridian 
the allies took possession of Yorktown, an 
American and French detachment—the one 
led by Colonel Butler and the other by the 
Marquis de la,Val—each occupying a re- 
doubt on the left of the works. The surrend-

The field 
chosen forit is about a mile from York, on 
the Hampton turnpike. It isa wide plain, 
descending in long, sweeping undulations to- 
ward the York river.

The 
former were gallantly arrayed, 
their white uniforms, plumed hats and 
gilded standards gleaming famously in the 
ardent sun, The Americans presented a som- 
bre, though soldierly, appearance. Their 
dress was not uniform and was much worn. 
Their heads were prqudly erect and every 
eye beamed with gladness. The French and 
American colors were unfurled near the front 
of the columns—the one the golden fleur de 
lis on a white silk ground and the other the 
simple but beautiful stars and stripes. At 
the head of each army was its commander-in- 
chief, mounted upon a magnificent charger. 
Surrounding each were his staff and his gene- 
ral officers. As the positions were being taken 
the French band diseoursedLits most inspirit- 
ing strains of martial melody.

It was soon evi- 
dent that the intended passage was impracti- 
cable, and the absence of the boats rendered 
it equally impossible to bring back the troops 
that had passed, which I had ordered about 
two in themorning. In this situation, with 
my little force divided, the enemy’s batteries 
opened at daybreak; the passage between this 
place and Gloucester was much exposed, but 
the boats having now returned they were or- 
dered to bring back the troops that had pass- 
ed during the night, and they joined usin the 
forenoon without much loss.”

At 10 clack on the 17th of October, 
the anniversary of the surrender of Burgoyne 
at Saratoga, a drummerclad in scarlet climbed 
upon @ part of the parapet which still re- 
mained intact and commenced the beating of 
a parley. Hardly an English gun was work- 
ing, but the American -cannonade was 
still incessant, and drowned ali other 
sound, But the drummer was seen, 
if he ras «6s not836.-shheard, and = very 
soon there wasa lull in the brazen tempest. 
A blindfolded officer was led to the American 
headquarters, and delivered to General Washe- 
ington a polite letter from Lord Cornwallis, 
asking a suspension of arms for twenty-four 
hours and the appointment of joint commis 
sioners to settle upen terms of capitulation. 
The earl's expressions were not entirely clear 
and Washington in reply demanded to have 
written and explicit proposals asa basis of 
treaty. Hostilities were resumed. At four 
o'clock another flag of truce crossed the lines, 
conveying an express prayer for terms of sur-

his white steed immediately opposite, telling 
him that as the French army was only aux- 
iliary tothe American the formal honors of 
the surrender belonged to the latter. O'Hara 
approached Washington and was about to 
draw the sword from its seabbard to present to 
him. The latter made a negative sign and 
exclaimed: 

‘Never from so brave a hand!”’ 

In giving the order tolay down arms some 
of the British subaltern officers and many of 
the soldiers, in obeying it, betrayed their vex- 
ation of spirit. A few even shed tears, and 
one bit his sword in silent rage. 

At Gloucester a similar ceremony of surren- 
der was repeated, the garrison defiling before 
Generals de Choisy and Weedon. 

The prisoners were 7,198. One thousand of 
these, being sailors, were together with the 
the harbor, surrended to the 
admiral. Two hundred and seventy- 
7.320 muskets and 457 horses 
were taken. The colors of 28 regiments were 
delivered. By death, wounds and desertion 
the enemy had lost previous to the surrender 
552 men; the French 50 killed and 125 
wounded; the Americans 27 killed and 73 
wounded. 

Immediately after the surrender three aides- 
de-camp in the name of Washington, of 
Rochambeau and of LaFayette, presented 
themselves at Cornwallis’ quarters to express 
a polite solicitude regarding his health. On 
the evening of the 22d, he was invited to dine 
with the Comte de Rochambeau, but all the 
delicate efforts of his hosts could not dispel 
his melancholy. Similar attentions were 
shown the other captive officers. The French 
particularly were untiring in their courtesies, 
and won the esteem and gratitude of those 
who but lately had execrated them. 

Thatcher describes the appearance of York- 
town three days after the signing of the ca- 
pitulation. ‘‘I have this day,’ he says, *‘vis- 
ited the town of York to witness the de- 
structive effects of the siege. It contains 
about sixty houses, some of which are ele- 
gant. Many of them are greatly damaged 
and some totally ruined, being shot through 
in a thousand places and honeycombed,ready 
tocrumble to pieces. Rich furniture and 
books were scattered over the ground, and the 
carcasses of men and horses, half covered 
with earth, exhibited a scene of ruin and hor- 
ror beyond description. The earth in many 
places is thrown up in mounds by the force 
of our shells, and it is difficult to point toa 
spot where a man could have resorted for 
safety.”’ 

Such is the history of Yorktown, gleaned 
from various sources, and synopsized briefly. 
As unimportant as the details may be in the 
light of the tremendous war since fought on 
American soil, it is doubtful if the records of 
history furnish a parallel in far-reaching im- 
portance and significance to the battle describ- 
ed, and the scenes of which your correspon- 
dent overlooks at this hour. 

Cornwallis showed beastly taste surrender- 
ing at such a place as Yorktown, when he 
bad cuch a pleasant precedent as Burgoyns's 
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surrender at Saratoga. At such a place as 
this is one would have though he'd refer 
death to surrender. It is so bleak and inac- 
cessible that one hundred years find it less 
than it was when he laid down his arms. 
But to-day’s scenes made even Yorktown an 
interesting place. 

At eleven o’clock this morning the French 
and German delegates, escorted by Secretary 
Blaine, were received by President Arthur in 
Lafayette hall and formally welcomed amid 
much enthusiasm. After the exchange of 
greetings the .proecession formed, headed 
vy President Artirur, with Sec- 
retary Hunt, followed by Secretary 
Blaine with the foreign guests, General Sher- 
man and staff,General Hancock and staff, and 
the distinguished visitors mrrehed to the 
grand stand. Here Bishop Harris opened the 
proceedings with prayer. After prayer and 
singing the Poindexter centennial hymn, 
Secretary Blaine introduced President Ar- 
thur who addressed the assembled multitude 
in congratulation, He was followed by Max 
Outrey, the French minister, in behalf of the 
French delegation. 

The following is President Arthur's speech: 

Upon this soil one hundred years ago, our fore- 
fathers brought toa successful issue, their heroic 
struggle for independence. Here and then was 
established,and us we trust made secure upon this 
continent forages yet to come, that principle of 
government which is the very fibre of our political 
system—sovereignty of the people. The resentments 
which attended, and for a time survived the 
clash of arms, have long since ceased 
to animate our hearts. Itis withno feeling of ex- 
ultation over a defeated foe that to-day we summon 
up a remembrance of those events which have made 
holy the ground whereon we tread. Surely no such 
unworthy sentiment could find harbor in our hearts 
so profoundly thrilled with expression of sorrow 
and sympathy which our mational bereavement has 
evolved from the people of England and their 
august sovereign, but it is alto- 
gether fitting thaty we should gath- 
cr here to refresh our souls with the contem- 
plation ofthe unfaltering patriotism, the sturdy 
zeiland the sublime faith which achieved the re- 
sults wenow commemorate, for so,if we learn 
aright the lesson of the hour, shall we be incited to 
transmit to the generations which shall follow the 
praceoes legacy which our fathers. left to us, the 
ove of liberty prompted by the law of that historic 
scene we here celebrate. No feat- 
ure is more prominent and none 
more touching than the participation of our gallant 
allies trom across the sea. It was their presence 
which gave fresh and vigorous impulse to the 
hopes of our countrymen, when well-nigh df&heart- 
ened by a long series of disasters. It was their no- 
ble and generous aid extended in the darkest period 
of the struggle which sped the coming of our tri- 
umph and made the capitulation at Yorktown pos- 
sible a century ago. To their de 
scendants -and representatives who are 
here present as honored guests of the nation, it is 
my glad duty tooffer a cordial welcome. You have 
aright to share with us the associations. which 
cluster about the day when youffathers fogght side 
by side with our fathers in the cause which was 
here crowned with success, and none of 
the memories awakened by this anniver- 
Sary are more grateful to us all 
than the reflection that the national friendship 
here so closely cemented have outlasted the muta- 
tations of a changeful century. God grant, my 
countrymen, that they may ever remain unshakeun, 
and thatever henceforth with ourselves and with 
all the nations of the earth may be at peace. 

The president was not interrupted during 
the deliverv of his address, but there was 
great enthusiasm at its close. 

Marquis de Rochembeau also made a grace- 
ful response in French, and Baron Steuben in 
German. The centennial ode was then sung, 
after which Honorable Robert C. Wintrop, of 
Massachusetts, delivered an oration. He was 
followed by James Barron Hope, of Virginia, 
who read his centennial poem with fine effect. 
At the conclusion of the cremonies of the 
monument a reception was held 
in LaFayette hall to which the general 
public was admitted. Secretary Blaine acted 
as master of ceremonies, and General Joe 
Hawley, of Connecticut, introduced, the peo- 
ple to the president. In the line were all the 
governors of the states present, their staffsand 
the widow of President’ ?vler. Secretary 
Blaine at the celebration to-day read an order 
from President Arthur directing that in 
recognition of the friendly relations now 
aud for so long subsisting between the United 
States and Great Britain, at the close of these 
ceremonies the British flag shall besaluted by 
the forces of the army and nayy of the 
United States now at Yorktown. 

Randolph Disbrow, of Trenton, New Jersey, 
had both arms blown off by the premature 
discharge of a cannon, while preparing to fire 
a sulute to Governor Ludlow, 

Several dispatches received here to-day in- 
that 
disorders, attended with bloodshed, have oc- 
curred here. Nothing’of the kind has hap- 
pened. 

The feature of the day was of course Win- 
throp’s speech. It was full of patriotic and 
eloquent points and was applauded heartily. 
The seene on the stand was impressive 
including as it did the president and 
cabinet, the glittering French officers 
and-naval and military officers. 

President Arthur's reception was surpris- 
ingly warm, and the allusions to him were 
cheered to the echo. He looked dull and 
heavy on the stage, but became affable and 
bright at hisreception and hada pleasant word 
for almost every one who shook hands 
with him. Blaine was the favorite figure 
with the crowd, Arthur and Lincoln dividing 
honors for the .second place. Blaine was 
strikingly sad, ancdsat with drooped head du- 
ring the whole exercises,, suggesting that his 
mind was with the dead president rather than 
With the crowd in front of him. 

The scene in Yorktown bay isa brilliant one, 
being filled with men of war, Ships, sloops, 
yachts and boats. The collection of troops 
is the largest seen in America since the war, 
and the military and naval re- 
view set for to-morrow is looked for 
with interest. There isthe greatest scarcity 
of food and water, both being sold for high 
prices. The Excelsior, to which the surgeons 
had been assigned was’ overcrowded, and the 
governor's staff went into camp, while he 
und friends went to Old Point Comfort for 
the night. There is universal complaint, but 
no remedy. 

There is great interest felt here in the At- 
lanta exposition, ard great crowds will attend 
it. Governors Blackburn, of Kentucky, 
Hoyt, of Pennsylvania, Jarvis, of North Car- 
olina, and Haygood, of South Carolina, will 
certainly attend it. Governor. Cornell, of 
New York, is trying to ar- 
range so as to go, and hopes he can 
do SO, (;overnor Cullom, of Illinois, and 
Farnham eannot go. General W. T. Sher- 
man will certainly go. The other governors 
have not yet beenseen, but it is hoped several 
will go. All express the greatest interest in 
the exposition, and those who can possibly 
go will do so. Ishall be able to report to- 
morrow definitely, who may be expected.

THE LANDLORDS AND THE TEN-

The Riot in Dublin—Attacking the Cars—Signing the 
Treaty Between the United States and Serviae— 
Sending a Fleet to the Irish Coast—Other 
Mattersof Note from Foreign Parts. 


Lonpox, October 19.—The Morning Post 
says: ‘*‘We consider the issue of the manifesto 
by the Irish land league as a direct incentive 
to civil war.”’ 

The Standard says: ‘‘War to the knife is 
proclaimed explicitly. So far there is no 
flinching on either side.”’ 

The Telegraph says: ‘‘Nothing can be more 
explicit than the determination of the land 
league to maintain a fierce conflict with the 
government.” 

The signatures to the land league manifesto 
were not actually written by the prisoners, 
but virtually appended by their authority.

A Dublin correspondent of the Times says 
jt isa settled determination of the league to 
demonstrate that the land act is worthless is 
shown by the faet that the test cases they have 
selected are almost exclusively thosein which 
the rent is the same, and in many cases even 
lower than Griffith’s valuation. It is not true 
that Marquis Waterford has applied to the 
land commissioners to have the rents of two 
of his tenants rajsed. It is reported that the 
Limerick police have received a number of 
warrants for the arrest of suspects, 

DusBuLtin, October 19.—Forty policemen are 
now disabled from injuries received in the re- 
cent riots. The wording of the league mani- 
festo is exceedingly violent. It reminds the 
people that their ancestors, though without 
leaders, abolished the payment of the titles, 
and that it as lawful refuse 
to pay the rents as it is toreceive them against 
the passive resistanee of the entire population. 
The military power has no weapons and it is 
no more possible to evict than to imprison 
the whole nation. The funds of the league 
will be poured out unstintedly for the evicted 
and exiled. Our brethren in America may be 
relied on to contribute as many millions as 
they have contributed thousands. One more 
heroic effort will destroy the cursed system 
of landlordism. 

Mr. Cobb, a leading member of the board 
of guardians of Mountmettich, has been ar- 
rested and atroop of lancers escorted him 
to the Naas jail. Ata meeting of the Carrick 
branch of the league to-day 1,200 persons were 
present.. Two hundred tradesmen joined the 
organization. A detachment of hussars with 
sabres drawn paraded the streets and the 
shops were closed. Mr. Goddard, member of 
the Property Defense association, asked the 
government for protection on account of 
threatening mobs assembling outside of his 
house in Dublin. The house is now guarded 
by the police.

Two hundred thousand colored men fought in 
the union army, but they were almost without pro- 
tection after the war. Laws were enacted that 
placed they in a condition almost equal to that of 
slavery, but now the republican party has triumph- 
ed in this respect; slavery is “settled, though the 
southern question is not. One-half oi the southern 
people are unable to read and write. and one-half 
of the voters are unable to read the ballots which 
they put into the ballot-box. The southerners 
eluim that the northerners are descendants of Saxon 
serfs, School books have. been prepared to teach 
the southern children the ideas of that class, and 
addresses in favor of the lost cause are f equently 
made in southern colleges, At the close of the war 
there were about fourteen millions of people in the 
south, of which fourand a half millions were col- 
ered and nine and a half white; of these 
lions belonged to the slave-holding class and seven 
anda half millionsto the non-slaveholding class. 
The aristocratic class was and is the ruling one: 
they are educated and cultivated, but the balance 
—twelve millions of people—are unable to read and 
write. Itis the place of the republican party to 
educate and improve the condition of the illiterate 
masses of the south, and bring the people in har- 
mouy with the people of the north. Not before then 
ean the disbanding of the republican party be con- 
sidered foran iustant. The democrats control the 
wealth of the south and arealmost all-powerful. 

To the foregoing, our esteemed Louisville 
contemporary adds these timely comments: 

Colonel Bryant has brought the ‘‘mission of his 
party down to something definite. It is to teach 
“twelve millions of people’’- to read and write.

Its Abolition Discussed Throughout the City. 

The abolition of the military post is still the topic 
of general conversation throughout the city, and at 
present the indications are decidedly adverse to its 
continuation. 

The war department evidently 
quiet condition of the south, and seeing 
no further use for troops in this 
section has determined to expend no more money 
in repairing the buildings.

forced to purchase the ground or lose heavily by 
a removal. 

The terms of the lease by whic’: the government 
holds are such that it may surrender the land at any 
time it desires, with or without the buildings as it 
chooses, and in accordance with these terms the 
attorney for the estate to which the land belongs 
has been notified of an intention on the part of the 
government to terminate the lease as soon as the 
buildings can be sold and removed. 

To the citizens who own property, or who reside 
in that section of the city, the post has been a de- 
cided eye-sore. This hot on account of the

A RAVISHER LYNCHED. 


Ex-Convict Who Confesses 
Crime. 


Special to the Charlotte Observer. 

PIneEvILiE, N. C., October 17.—2 negro by 
the mame of Davis, living in Union county, 
near Heath’s store, ravished a young lady of 
that neighborhood 6n Sunday morning at one 
o'clock. <A party of men in the reighbor- 
hood followed the negro into Lancaster coun- 
ty, 8. C.. and arrested him. He was givena 
preliminary examination last night before 
Justice Meliwain. To-day a party of men of 
both colors, numbering three hundred and 
twenty-six, took the negro and hung him toa 
tree near Heath's store. 

From a gentleman who reached the Cc ity | last 
night an Observer reporter obtained the fol- 
lowing details of the lynching’ 

About 12% miles from Monroe, one mile 
from the South Carolina line, in Jackson 
township, Union county, lived an aged widow, 
Mrs. Godfrey, with her daughter and a small 
negro boy as servant. About two o'clock 
Sunday morning Mrs. Godfrey was 2wakened 
by the smothe red cries of her ds 1ughter, who 
slept in an adjoining room. She waked the 
boy and sent him for assistance to the house 
of anegro man who lived about 100 yards 
away. She was old and_ helpless, and her 
agonized efforts and realization of her he +h p- 
lessness during the fifteen minutes which 
elapsed before the boy returned with the man 
can only be imagined. 

The man proceeded at once tostrike a light, 
but before this could be done some one ran 
across the floor and escaped in the darkness. 
A light was made and Miss Godfrey was 
found in a desperate state. She had been out- 
raved, and the prints of hands upon her throat 
showed that she had been choked into silence. 
She is very seriousfy hurt. Upon the floor 
were found a stick and a wagon hammer, The 
stick was identified by a negro man in the 
neighborhood as one he had observed in the 
wssession of a negro who had supped at his 
wouse Saturday night and had leit in the dt- 
reetion of Mrs. Godfrey’s, declaring that he 
was going to attead church ata point in Lan- 
caster county, S.C. His name was Edmund 
Davis, an ex-convict, out of the peniteniiasy 
only six months, 

A party of men from the neighborhood 
pursued in the direction of the church which 
Davis had said he would attend. This party 
overtook and captured him about 11 o'clock 
Sunday morning in a negro cabin in Lancas- 
ter county, eight miles from the scene of the 
ape and one mile from the church he had 
mentioned. He was taken to Union and pre- 
sented before the justice mentioned in the 
above telegram. The justice ordered him be- 
fore Miss Godfrey, but she failed to identify 
him, as the room where the crime was com- 
mitted was entirely dark. 

The identification of the stick, however, was 
sufficient to warrant the magistrate in sending 
him to prison. The hammer found on the 
wagon near the 
house of the Godfrey’s, The prisoner was com- 
mitted to the charge of a constable and a 
guard deputized to escort him to Monroe jail. 
But the negro confessed the crime and it be- 
came known. A lynching party of one hun- 
dre dimen was organized and the guard despair-

| ing of taking the prisoner in safety to Monroe, 


he was hidden from the infuriated people, 

All Sunday night long the 100 men made 
search forthe concealed ravisher. He was 
found about daylight. It was announced 
that he would be lynched, and by 8:30 o'clock 
vesterday morning a crowd of 526 men, about 
100 of whom were blacks, assembled to wit- 
ness the execution. Among the crowd were 
of the best citizens of that portion of 
Union, and others from Lancaster county. 

Kdmund Davis is described very 
black and brutal looking heero, He 
scemed entirely indifferent to his fate. con- 
fessed the crime without reserve and said he 
was willing to be hanged. 

Some of the blacks in 
that he should be burned, but at 9 o'clock he 
was hanged within oneand a half miles of 
the scene of the crime of the night before but 
one. He hung for forty minutes, and the 
crowd, satisfied thit he was quite dead, dis- 
persed, leaving him still hanging. Miss God- 
trey, the victim of the outrage, is about thir- 
ty-five vears of age and a woman of unblem- 
ished character.

As 
soon as it was light one of the crew crawled 
out there and litted her up. Repeated efforts 
were made during the night to get the surf- 
hoat outtous. AtTa. m. it was launched 
again, but the crew could not reach the wreck, 

Another attempt a little later was successful. 
Mrs. Hunter had to be carried 
down from the rigging, and after a 
loug GCme she andthe remaining child, two 
seamen, the steward and myself were brought 
ashore and carried to the life station, w here 
Georgie died in less than thirty minutes. The 
bodies of Captain Hunter, his two children, 
the mate Carlton and Henry Street, of New 
York; Frank MeGum of Charleston § and 
James Middleton, of Philadelphia, all sea- 
men, were washed ashore to-day. The Lan- 
easter went to pieces.
